WASHINGTON  -  The  Senate  Finance 
Committee  is  now  drawn  into  the  budget 
battle  as  the  month  of  April  closes 
without  action  on  a  major  tax  bill. 

As  many  of  you  know,  the  repeal  of  the 

Collectibles  Provision  is  directly  linked  to 

the  next  major  tax  bill.  Without  a  bill 

there  will  be  no  action  on  the  repeal. 

Congressional  forecasters  (including  the 
law  firm  hired  by  the  National  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Numismatic  Professionals, 
“NANP”)  now  predict  independent 
budget  action  by  both  the  Senate  and  the 
House. 

The  Senate  Finance  Committee  —  where 
Senate  sponsored  tax  legislation 
originates  —  will  be  responsible  for 
writing  a  bill  which  should  generate  ap¬ 
proximately  $25  billion  in  additional 
revenue.  It  is  anticipated  by  the 
forecasters  that  a  bill  will  be  produced  by 
the  end  of  May.  It  is  on  this  bill  that  the 
fortunes  of  the  repeal  of  the  Collectibles 
Provision  will  ride. 

Hawaiian  Residents  —  Senator  Mat- 

sunaga  of  your  state  has  just  announced 

his  opposition  to  the  repeal  of  the  Collec¬ 

tibles  Provision.  In  an  interview  with  the 
NASP  (National  Association  of  Stamp 
Dealers)  Washington  attorneys,  Senator 
Matsunaga  stated  his  opposition  without 
explaining  his  reasoning. 

This  is  the  first  “Nay”  vote  on  the  repeal 


of  the  Collectibles  Provision  registered 
by  the  NANP.  Many  of  the  Key  Senators 
on  the  Finance  Committee  are  still  un¬ 
committed,  while  six  affirmative  votes 
are  registered.  Those  in  the  affirmative 
are  as  follows:  Moyniham  (N.Y.),  Bent- 
sen  (Tx.),  Mitchell  (Me.),  Durenberger 
(Mn.),  Symms  (Id.),  and  Baucus  (Mt.).
